Introduction . 


1959  was  free  from  serious  outbreaks  of  notifiable  infectious 
diseases,  though  influenza  again  proved  troublesome  during  the 
first  half  of  the  year. 


There  was  some  improvement  on  the  unfavourable  population 
trends  of  1958,  the  number  of  live  births  exceeding  deaths  by 
22.  The  infant  mortality  rate  compared  favourably  with  the 
national  rate. 


The  main  causes  of  death  were  again  cardiovascular  and 

malignancy  conditions.

BLOOD  TRANSFUSION  SERVICE.  The  National  Blood  Transfusion  Service 
visited  Carmarthen  Bay  Power  Station  during  the  year  and  166  donations 
were  received.  Although  there  was  a welcome  increase  of  donations  in 
the  Llanelly  area,  the  amount  of  blood  or  blood  plasma  still  exceeds 
the  donations  given  in  the  area. 

CAN CER . Cancer  deaths  increased  from  8 in  1958  to  14  in  1959. 

There  was  one  death  caused  by  cancer  of  the  lungs  and  bronchus  during 
the  year  1959. 

Influenza  was  again  troublesome  during  the  1st  half  of  the  year.  One 
death  was  attributed  to  this  disease.

The  majority  of  this  work  will  be  done  in  conjunction  with  the  Council 
houses  to  be  built  at  Dyfatty,  and  it  is  estimated  that  the  work  will 
be  completed  by  December,  I960.
